Dear Harold, 

Herewith some comments on the NOPD Intelligence Unit file on LHO. 

On 11/27, SS JMMMUK SA Gerrets and SAIC Rice interviewed Lt. Dyer 
(or Dwyer?) of the Intelligence Unit. Their report is SS 449, CD 87 , esp. 
pp. 3-4; you have these pages. 

The first part of the SS report is just a paraphrase of the Austin/Roberts 
report of their interview of Oswald, which is in CE* 1413 (22H822-4). The 
following information is not in the oart of the Intelligence file which is in 
CE 1413: 

"Former (GAP) acquaintances of Lee Harvey Oswald, as contained in the 
New Orleans Police Department, Intelligence Unit, files are: Joe Thompson and 
Edward Voegel - At tended school with Oswald; George Piazza - No address shown." 

It seems most likely that this information was put in the files after the 
assassination by O'Sullivan. Since he went to school with Oswald, he might be 
expected to note this fact about Thompson and Voebel. In his testimony, he 
mentioned them both (8H28). Note that he was note sure of the spelling of Voebel 's 
name, and that the misspelling "Voegel" appears in the SS report. In what I think 
is the withheld FBI interview report on O'Sullivan, Thompson and Voebel are listed 
(CD 75.320). Neither here nor in the testimony does O'Sullivan name Piazza. 

An interview with Voebel is in CE 1413 (22H826-7) . He is probably not the 
source of the above-quoted information. The interview was on 11/27, as was the SS 
visit with Iyer; also, Voebel gave only one name from the CAP, John Rondell, which 
is not noted by the SS agents. 

Ityer mentioned John Irion, Tony Athzenhoff (-er) , and John Ciravolo as 
maybe having known both Ferrie and Oswald. The latter two do not appear at all 

in the index to CD 75; they. are in CD 405. The source may be O’Sullivan but it 

seems less likely than for the previous three names. 

Finally, note that 0'S did check out Ferrie 's plane with Dyer (8H30), so he 
may well have been the source of the alleged Ferrie-Oswald links described here. 

On the other hand, there is a possibility that there was some CAP/Ferrie 
information in the Oswald file before the assassination. That is certainly 
the impression given by the SS report, but I am not inclined to credit it. 

One strange thing in CE 1413 which I had not previously noted in the handwritten 
comment on page 30 (22H825). As far as I can tell, it reads "W. Smith / Please 
put / in Lee / Oswald's / folder (left). / Nov. 2, AHH (?) / 1955*” This accompanies 

some sort of class photos, and almost certainly has to do with Oswald’s school file, 

not a police file. (He left Warren Easton on October 5, 1955 - 22H809) However, 
you might want to check the Archives copy of this page, and try to see why this 
old photo is on the same page of the CE as the 1963 FPCC literature. 

Did the FBI ever check with Dyer or anyone else for the Intelligence Unit 
reocrds on Oswald? Not that I know of, but it might even be in CD 75 and have 
escaped my attention. They did, of course, talk with O'Sullivan, but that is 
not enough - there should have been at least a routine records check. 

As previously noted, the 6 withheld pages of CD 365 (CE 1413) deal at least 
in part with the ACLU. The O'Sullivan material, or even some pre-assassination 
items, may be included. The CD was prepared and forwarded by the State Police 
(22H808-9). Even if the withheld material does not complete the Intelligence file, 
it would be nice to see it. The N.O. people should have no difficulty getting it 
from the State Police.
